Most people do not realize th e im portance of having 
th eir blood typed. They think it is done only for the pur­ 
pose of donating blood. Blood m u st also be typed before 
a person can RECEIVE a blood-given transfusion, as they 
call it. T hrough the m edium of this campaign, all persons 
who have their blood typed will have a form indicating 
th eir blood type stam ped on the back of th eir o p e ra to rs 
license. T hey will receive a registration card afte r t Ije 
blood has been typed and need only fill it in on the space 
provided. This m ight be the m eans of saving the per­ 
son’s life.

Blood sam ples will he taken by registered physicians 
who will be at the P alm Springs D epartm ent sto re for 
three days beginhing Monday, Jan. 31.

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Death Friday 
For Murder 


Unless Gov. Earl W arren in ­ 
tervenes this week.

The supreme court's adverse 
ruling in November was on the 
grounds that there was no evi­ 
dence to justify a new trial.
